PARIS, May 21 (AP).—The Ger- 
mans, striking with devastating 
force, hurled their armored cars

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Nazi Dynamiters Took French Fort 
By Blowing Off Turrets, One by One 


ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH 


BERLIN, May 21 (AP).—A 4& 
hour onslaught was required to 
take fortification 505 in the Maginot 
line northwest of Montmedy, DNB, 
official German news agency, dis- 


closed yesterday. 
An infantry battalion and artil- 


lery of the largest caliber partici- 
pated in the attack on 505 while 
engineers blasted the fort’s turrets. 
(The French deny. that fortifica- 
tion 505 is an important Maginot 
line unit, referring to it as an out- 
post, not part of the main line.) 


DNB said the infantry prepared 
the way by beating down opposi- 
tion in the village of Villy. House- 
to-house fighting took place in the 
village, DNB reported, because these 
structures are built as pillboxes. 


The artillery laid down a cruel 
fire along the one-mile approach 
to the fort from the village. En- 
gineers and infantrymen_ then 
worked their way slowly to the 
hill on which the fort’ stands. 
Finally, DNB related, the “forward 


march” command was ordered. 

A “blind corner” in the fort from 
which defense fire could not be 
directed at the attackers. was 
reached by one detachment that, 
had fought its way forward by 
crawling in and out. of shell craters. 

In the “blind corner” a heavy 
explosive charge was set off. The 
DNB report said the charge was so 
well placed that “the steel top of 
a turret—two meters (about 6% 
feet) in diameter and 30 centi- 
meters (about one foot) thick— 
was raised about a meter (39 
inches) out of its anchorage and 
then fell back diagonally on its 
support, making an opening in the 
turret for an additional heavy load 
of explosives.” ’ 


Then followed systematically, 
charge after charge which put the 
eight turrets out of operation 
finally, whereupon dynamite was 
tossed inside. 

The strength of fortification 505 
was so great, the news agency said, 
that ordinary artillery fire had no 
observable effect upon it.

HIS war has shown that the old 

military idea that artillery 

preparation must precede an in- 
fantry advance, that supply and 
ammunition trains must follow up 
the advances to provision troops 
adequately, even that hospital 
troops are necessary, is about as 
uSeless as last month’s map. 

The modern method, especially 
the tactics being pursued by the 
attacking Germans is, according to 
a neutral military observer, as in- 
tricate as a Colgate football ma- 
neuver and just about as efficient. 

The German method might be de- 
scribed as a naval battle on land. 

After the objective is chosen, a 
huge armada of heavy bombers ap- 
pears over the selected terrain. 
With bombs up to 500 pounds. These 
act as the long-range artillery, dive- 
bombing previously selected objec- 
tives. Each plane has a definite 
target. 

As these planes drop their bombs 
and turn about, they become, on 
the return trip, mechanized ma- 
chine-gun units, strafing anything 
visible on the ground.

As they return, a new wave of| & 
lighter planes armed with lighter 
bombs and incendiary fuses de- 
scend like locusts, taking the part 
formerly delegated to cavalry. 

Screening the attack, they clear 
the way for still another squadron 
of planes which includes transports 
bearing parachute troops. 

The parachutists, dropped far be- 
yond the objective, presumably 
take charge of gasoline depots, sup- 
ply stations and contact previously- 
planted “fifth-column” men. The 
demoralizing of civilians and what 
defensive troops might be in the 
vicinity is their aim.

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THE MAYOR INDORSES A LONG-NEEDED REFORM. 

Mayor Dickmann is going through, by all indica- 
tions, with his recently announced plan for install- 
ing the merit system for all muncipal employes. It 
is to be a plan providing both appointment on the 
basis of qualifications alone, and the outlawing of po- 
litical activity by city employes. 

The drive for this long-needed reform cv.nes rath- 
er late in the day, it is true. The Dickmann organ- 
ization, when it came to power seven years ago, 
followed the traditions of spoils politics by kicking 
most of the Republican employes out of the City Hall, 
in favor of “deserving Democrats.” The machine 
circumvented the City Charter and kept its hold by 
the device of “temporary appointments,” which made 
a dead letter of the Efficiency Board. 

It is also possible that the Mayor’s sudden enthu- 
, Siasm for this cause is inspired by a desire to head 
,off the expected criticisms of his administration’s 
policies by the Citizens’ Survey Committee. Thus. as 
an aid for his expected third-term bid, he astutely 
turns a political handicap into a first-rate asset. 

Whatever the motive, however, the Mayor’s sup- 
port of this plan will be welcomed by the rank and 
file of St. Lonis citizens. But it will not be wel- 
comed by’ the party machine. It makes the ma- 
chine chieftains shudder to think of a campaign 
without the tidy nucleus of votes controlled by per- 
sons on the municipal payroll, or of an election day 
in which city employes cannot be pulled away from 
their duties en masse to get out the voters.

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SETTING BOUNDS ON PRICE-FIXING. 

Congress has authority toweek rehabilitation of a 
sick interstate industry by means of price-fixing. 
That is what the Supreme Court, by an 8-to-1 deci- 
sion, ruled yesterday in the bituminous coal case. 

Individuals or business firms cannot legally com- 
bine to fix prices, however. The court ruled two 
weeks ago, in a 5-to-2 decision, that such action by 
12 major oil companies constituted violation of the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Act. 

Thus economic history is written by the highest 
court. Thus metes and bounds are set in the hotly 
debated field of price-fixing. The pair of rulings 
‘are not as contradictory as they might at first ap- 
‘pear. Price-fixing by Congress is designed to serve 
a public purpose, as in stabilizing the chaotic coal 
industry. Price-fixing by private business, on the 
other hand, is less likely to benefit the public than to 
fatten the profits of the companies concerned. 

Price-fixing is a dangerous weapon, which may be 
used to kill as well as cure. 
private business would make readily available one 
of the most efficient methods for monopoly, the 
throttling of competition, the gouging of consumers. 
Reserving this weapon to Congress, to use only in the 
rare instances when an ailing industry needs strong 
medicine, is a defensible course. 

This decision concludes an episode proving the 
folly of presidential impatience. The Guffey Act was 
the measure which Mr. Roosevelt, seemingly disre- 
garding the NRA decision, urged Congress to pass 
notwithstanding doubts, “however reasonable,” as to 
its constitutionality. Congress obeyed, but the Su- 
| preme Court knocked it out, just four years ago. 
| Then Congress passed another law, the 1937 Bi- 
‘'tuminous Coal Act, drawn to eliminate the wage- 
and-hour features on which the court based its re- 
jection of the Guffey Act. The 1937 law was upheld 
yesterday, and meanwhile the labor provisions of the 
outlawed Guffey Act were attained by the Wage-and- 
Hour Act. So the President’s wishes have at last 
prevailed, but only after a roundabout course, made 
necessary by his insistence upon hair-trigger action 
in defiance of the Supreme Court’s judgment.

It was Byron who said that “ ‘kiss’ rhymes to 
‘bliss’ in fact as well as verse.” And every other 
poet since times most ancient has held with him. 
But they were all wrong. Hollywood, source of cease- 
less wonders, has proved them so. 

The world has never seen osculation more ardent 
than that of the studio lots. Shakespeare’s Antony 
and Cleopatra never imagined its like. It is the 
potent magic that compels 85,000,000 Americans to 
undergo the ordeal of a double feature once a week. 

But kissing, reports Harold Heffernan from the 
film capital, is “a pain in the neck” to a heroine, 
“an awkward chore” to a hero. And he cites his 
proof, chapter and verse. 

“There’s nothing thrilling or even mildly excit- 
ing about a kiss,” says talented Bette Davis. The 
glamorous Hedy Lamarr is sure she “gets no reac- 
tion at all.” And Madeleine Carroll maintains that 
“love scenes are difficult and embarrassing.” Only 
Ann Sheridan, still a bit inexperienced, admits that 
she “doesn’t mind ’em.”

/rope, sooner or later somebody is almost 
certain ta ask, with rising indignation, 
“Why do the people tolerate those dicta- 
tors over there? Why don’t they get their 
heads together, and do something? Surely 
they realize these monsters are a menace 
to their own civilizations, as well as to 
others. Are not their lives and those of 
their sons more precious to them than in- 
|creased political power, territory or new iron 
mines or oil wells?” 

Well, why don’t the people of the dictator- 
cursed nations “get their heads together and 
'do something”” And why ‘don’t the Ger- 


mans, who have the Austrian paper banger ~ 


on their necks, start the ball rolling? 

However much they may be smarting 
under the unfair terms of the Treaty of 
Versailles, and want a “place in the sun,” as 
befits their great country, surely few of 
them indorse the brutal statecraft of Hit- 
ler, who is fast converting their beloved 
Fatherland of yesterday into the outlaw na- 
tion of Europe. Hitler, who would have 
Germans proclaim themselves a superior 
race, and who seeks to impress upon Ger- 
man women that their chief function in 
times to come will be to breed sons who can 
be trained as killers, rather than to contrib- 
ute to the world’s arts and sciences, and 
that it is of no great consequence whether 
these sons are born in wedlock or outside 
of it. 


Surely, if any people in Europe are war- 
ranted in “getting their heads together and 
doing something,” it is the Germans, famous 
for centuries in music and song, in their rich 
contributions to science, and for their beau- 
tiful family life! 

In a lesser degree, this is true of the 
Italians, who have likewise contributed 
richly to the world’s culture, and especially 
in song, immortal paintings and sculpture, 
and who, as a people, have been willing for 
geherations to dwell in peace amid their 
olive groves. Down deep in their hearts, 
the fathers and mothers of Italy have no 
patience with a strutting sword-rattler who 
imagines himself destined to revive the glory 
of the Caesars, and who would sacrifice their 
sons upon gory battlefields in his craze 
for immortality at the hands of future his- 
torians. Yes, the Italians likewise have am- 
ple reason to “get their heads together, and 
do something.” 

Then there are the Russian hordes, who 
only a little while ago were promised a 
millennium in which they should have their 
every economic wish—in which all should 
be “comrades,” equal before the law—where 
there should be no castes or classes, but 
where the blessings of civilization should be 
their common heritage, and that in time 
this wonderful new Philosophy should 
spread to the ends of the earth. 

The sinister shadow of Stalin began to 
spread over the land, and more and more 
of the venerated leaders of yesterday who 
had delivered them from the yoke of the 
Czars began to crumple before firing 
squads. Instead of basking in a land of 
plenty, millions who incurred the displeas- 
ure of this most ruthless of dictators were 
deliberately abandoned to starvation. Yes, 
those who dwell in the realm of the Volga 
boatman have tremendous reason to “get 
their heads together, and do something.” 


» 
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Since these dictators are not only menac- 
ing the very existence of European civiliza- 
tion, but filling their own lands with ter- 
rorism and death, why do great nations like 
Germany, Italy and Russia tolerate them? 
Why don’t they curb their power or do away 
with them as they would with mad dogs? 

There is just one simple, but an over- 
whelmingly potent reason, In order to “get 
their heads together” effectively, a people 
must have the right of free speech, free as- 
sembly and a free press. These rights are 
unknown under a dictatorship, as are also 
the rights of trial by jury and protection 
against unwarranted search and seizure. 

In Germany, under Hitler, the terrorism 
is so great that parents are afraid to express 


} themselves before their own children, fear- 


ing that through a pitiful sense of patriot- 


ism, the latter will report them to the dread- 


ed Gestapo: And so the secret police of Sta- 
lin swarm through Russia, and likewise no 
Italian dares whisper against I] Duce. 


I call attention to these intolerable Eu- 
ropean conditions in order that our read- 
ers may have a deeper appreciation of their 
priceless blessings as American citizens. 
During recent years, certain young gentle- 
men in Washington have done a lot of 
mouthing about a so-called “more bountiful 
life,” and insisting that we “make our coun- 
try over” to attain it, etc. The only true 
“bountiful life” men have ever known is that 
which they earned in the sweat of their 
faces, and this is the only kind they ever 
will know. 

Of course, our Government isn’t perfect. 
Most of us agree that we face certain very 
serious unsolved problems. But bottomed 
as it is upon the Bill of Rights, our Gov- 
ernment represents the wisdom of the ages. 
May God help us to realize the profound 
wisdom of America’s course!

military value since the last Indian cam- 
paign. Now that the War Department has 
pressed again a policy of abandoning some 
of these useless posts and concentrating 
troops so that divisions and even larger 
groups can be trained and maneuvered, the 
expected political and parochial opposition 
arises. 

In one of their whereases, the protesting 
Congressmen say the abandonment of such 
posts as Fort Lincoln, N. D., the only one 
specifically mentioned, would be a “distinct 
loss of the pioneer spirit.” The Congressmen 
need to be reminded that it is not necessary 
to maintain a frontier army in order to 
keep the pioneer spirit. A pioneer is one 
who goes forward into new surroundings 
and times, not one who tries to crawl back 
into the past.

Roughage in 
Diet Ally of 
Good Health

HAT is meant by roughage in 
Wine diet and what is its fync- 
tion? 


The vegetables and fruits which 
should make up over half the bulk 
of a well balanced diet contain a 
substance which may be called 
plant fiber, roughage or cellulose. 
This is not affected nor dissolved 
by the digestive fluids, so that after 
the digestion and absorption of oth- 
er constituents it remains as a resi- 
due in the digestive tract to be ex- 
creted. But it is a very valuable 
constituent of the food. During 
digestion the food is propelled 
along the intestines by the rhythmi- 
cal contraction of the intestinal 
muscles, and the undigested vege- 


table fibers, by giving bulk to the 
food, stimulate these contractions. 
The mass of vegetable fiber also 
acts as a mop and incorporates 
into its mass large numbers of bac- 
teria alive or dead. 


Ordinary absorbent cotton is an 
example of the cellular part of a 
plant. It is practically pure tellu- 
lose and the fibrous parts of edible 
vegetables, although interspersed 
with other substances, are chemi- 
cally similar to cotton. If you rub 
a wad of wet cotton over a dirty 
window pane you get a good idea of 
what roughage does to contents of 
the intestine. 


The percentage of cellulose _in 
plants differs from about 1 to 3 per 
cent. Spinach contains 1.1 per cent, 
celery 0.9 per cent, squash 1.3 per 
cent, lettuce 0.9 per cent, oranges 
15 per cent, apples 1.2 per cent, 
bananas 1 per cent, and whole 
wheat 2.6 per cent. 


This amount is obviously quite 
small, and yet such vegetables and 
fruits act very satisfactorily. When 
the cellulose part of foods is con- 
centrated and given in bulk for lax- 
ative purposes—as in the form of 
agar, psyllium seed, bran and cel- 
lophane—they may or may not 
have such favorable results. In 
fact, in some individuals they may 
cause irritation which does more 
harm than good, 


Tired and Aching Feet

O doctor can tell you why 
some persons’ feet swell in cer- 
tain climates and others’ don’t. 
But if you have ever suffered from 
cut insteps, blistered heels and 


burning soles you know the pain 
does show on your face and that 
your posture is definitely ruined! 

As far as I can ascertain there 
is no correcting of such a foot 
ailment. One must endure it. And 
you had better march right down- 
town and get yourself a very com- 
fortable pair of shoes which may 
be cut out for ventilation, provid- 
ing enough remains to give your 
foot sturdy support. Get them a 
half size larger than what you 
usually wear, and at least one 
width wider. The new flatties, or 
airplane soles which are so popu- 
lar are a gift from heaven if you 
insist upon looking smart and be- 


ing comfortable at the same time 
during hot weather. 
Each night when you return 


home from a day’s gadding, soak 
your feet in hot epsom salted 
water, and after drying, massage 
them well with a foot lotion which 
contains menthol. If your instep 
or heels has been cut or blistered 
you must treat them expertly with 
a germicide and pads. Otherwise 
infection might set in and then 
you will have a pretty problem on 
your hands.

A NURSE ON a movie lot taught 
me how to cut a pad for a blis- 
tered heel or instep if you cannot 
get a specialist for one. Take 
a piece of gauze, fold it several 
times to a considerable thickness 
—making a square. Then “old it 
twice so when you cut a curve in 
the folded corner it will open to 
a hole in the center of your square 
of gauze. This hole should be 
just large enough to fit over your 
blister or cut. You then take a 
piece of wide adhesive and strap 
it over the gauze to hold it in 
place. It may show above your 
shoe but forget about it—in a few 
days, with your new shoes, you 
will not need to wear the pad. 

Some people find an arch sup- 
port necessary but specialists have 
told me that no arch supporter is 
needed 
Correct shoes are built to support 
the arch,

burning feet cannot go without 
stockings. In fact, men and 
women, who stand on their feet 
many hours during the day in hot 
weather, will find that white 
woolen socks are a great comfort. 
I specify white because the dye in 
other socks may be sweated out 
and get into a splitting of the 
skin. That naturally, is likely to 
cause infection. 

For instant relief, when pain is 
pretty racking, take off your 
shoes, walk a few steps in your 
stocking feet and then sit down 
and place your feet high on the 
back of a chair or desk. That 


refreshes them quickly and _  re- 
news your vitality. 

Needless to warn you, that 
chronic foot trouble should be 


treated by a specialist—like ex- 
cessive sweating, skin rashes, or 
aches in the arches.

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Teachers Who 
Are Hampered 
by Rigid Rules

IS a coveted mark. Even 
among high school and college 
seniors it is something to be 
worked for, sacrificed for—a step- 
ping stone toward a set goal, 
Scholarships, positions, honors de- 
pend upon that 
Human judgment is fallible but 
as we are all human beings and 
are measured and judged daily by 
other human beings, things usually 
even up in the long run. Teachers 
are in a difficult position, however. 
They must rate their students on 
the basis of what they do. Good 
enough. An error creeps in now 
and then, an injustice is worked 
occasionally, only to be righted, or 


evened up, by some other equaiiy 
misplaced decision. Left to them- 
selves the teachers usually manage 
to get close to the truth. But they 
are not always left to work out 
their own salvation. There are su- 
pervisors. 

Some supervisors, for reasons of 
administration, prescribe the per- 
centage of A’s a teacher may award 
in the class. This is easily under- 
stood, because scholarships are lim- 
ited, high places are few, honors 
must be strictly limited, and ad- 
mittance to higher institutions has 
to be regulated according to space 
and money allotted. That idea is 
fine for administration but it works 
peculiar hardships on students. 

John came in to see me about 
his rating. He was about to be 
graduated from college. He had 
worked hard for a scholarship that 
was based on honor ratings. His 
ratings were B-plus but his work 
was in the honor class. Nobody, 
including the teacher in charge, 
denied this.

He is out of A’s be- 
fore he reachés my name, You 
see, he has to pick the top men 
and it is not always easy because 
some of us are so close he can’t 
pick the winner. When that hap- 
pens he just takes us alphabetical- 
ly and it’s my hard luck to have 
a name beginning with Z. 

“It wouldn’t matter except that 
the scholarship is at stake,’ and 
work as hard as I can to get the 
best results in my work as often 
as anybody else, I still can’t get 
that A. I'll have to do something, 
but what?” 

“Suggest to the instructor that 
he begin at your end of the alpha- 
bet every alternate rating day. 
That ought to even things up 
some.” 

“That’s an idea. Ill get him to 
do that. He wants to help me but 
he just can’t stretch those A’s. The 
office won’t let him. He knows I 
ought to get A but he can’t give it 
to me. I'll do that.” 

The thing that is important here 
is not this student’s marks. He 
may get A or he may get B, but 
in time life’s experiences will give 
him his proper rating. If he is 
A quality he will prove it to the 
world and if he isn’t, the rating 
won't matter either way. 

What is important—important be- 
yond everything else concerned 
here—is the freedom of the teach- 
er. He cannot give himself to his 
work because his spirit, his’ will, 
are blanketed by the spirit and the 
will of someone who more than 
likely hase little knowledge of what 
goes on in the teacher’s world, his 
classroom, 

A teacher fit to be trusted with 
youth is surely responsible enough 
to make his own judgments of 
their quality; able enough in his 
field to teach as the spirit moves 
him, If not, why is he teaching?

East won with the queen 
and, on the sound theory that de- 
clarer would try to ruff hearts in 
dummy, returned a trump to cut 
down dummy’s ruffing power. Un- 
fortunately, however, East made a 
very short-sighted selection of the 
particular trump to lead. Holding 
the almost complete sequence of 
Q-J-10-8, he made the superficially 
correct return of the queen. De- 
clarer won and was none too well 
pleased at West’s failure to follow 
suit. However, refusing to admit 
defeat, declarer went about his 
task in a highly workmanlike fash- 
ion. He ruffed a heart, cashed 
the diamond ace and ruffed a dia- 
mond. He re-entered dummy with 
a club and ruffed another diamond, 
then led his last club to dummy’s 
remaining honor. When East had 
to follow suit, declarer was as good 
as home. He led a third round of 
clubs. 


Obviously, it would have done 
East no good to ruff, since declar- 
er merely would have discarded his 
remaining heart. East, therefore, 
threw off a heart. Declarer ruffed 
again, thereby shortening himself 
to the K-9-7 of trumps and one 
heart. East, at this stage, held 
the J-10-8 of trumps and the high 
heart. Declarer now merely exited 
with the heart. East won and re- 
turned the jack of spades. De- 
clarer coolly ducked this trick and 
East then was forced to surrender 
the last two and fulfilling tricks 
to declarer’s K-9 tenace, which lay 
over the 10-8. 

The hand was well played as far 
as declarer was concerned, but 
shrewd defense would have defeat- 
ed anyone who was not actually 
clairvoyant. At the second trick, 
after winning with the heart queen, 
East should have returned the 
eight of trumps, not the queen. 
Despite the fact that East had 
doubled the four spade contract, 
declarer would not be able to read 
this lead as from Q-J-10-8 and 
certainly could not afford to put 
in his own nine spot with any hope 
of holding the trick. From declar- 
er’s point of view, East might hold 
honors in diamonds and clubs in 
addition to the A-K-Q of hearts. 
With the desirability of ruffing 
out at least one heart in dummy, 
it would be unthinkable for declar- 
er to play anv card except the ace 
or king of trumps on East’s decep- 
tive lead of the eight spot. De- 
clarer could not dream that West 
was void of spades, hence would 
be afraid that the play of the nine 
would permit West to win and re- 
turn a trump, thereby robbing 
dummy of both ruffers. If, as was 
entirelv possible. East had a single- 
ton spade and West the Q-J-10, it 
would be fatal for declarer to duck 
the eight spot. 

Obviously. all East had to do was 
insure two spade tricks for himself 
while confining declarer to one 
heart ruff, and the contract would 
have been defeated.

Recipe Gives

Two tablespoons butter, three 
tablespoons minced onion, one- 
fourth cup finely chopped green 
pepper, two tablespoons flour, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one bouillon 
cube, one-half cup hot water, one 
half cup eVaporated milk, one ta- 
blespoon prepared mustard, three 
cups seasoned mashed potatoes 
and two cups diced cooked meat. 

Melt butter in saucepan, add 
onion and green pepper and sim- 
mer until onion is soft. Blend in — 
flour and salt. Meanwhile dissolve 
bouillon cube in hot water: add 
evaporated milk and add to flour 
mixture. Cook over direct heat, 
stirring constantly, until sauce boils 
and thickens: Stir in prepared 
mustard and add meat. Spread a 
layer of mashed potatoes in bottom 
of buttered casserole, add half the 
meat mixture, then another layer 
of potatoes, then rest of meat mix- 
ture. Spread or pipe a layer of 
potatoes over the top and bake 
in a moderately Hot oven (400 de- 
grees) until potatoes are nicely 
browned.
